his point as to the character of the 
.state's investigation. He followed this 
with quotations from a book written 
by Doctors H. Douglas Singer 
and 


William O. Krohh, other state alien- 
ists. From this volume he read symp- 
toms of parania and pointed out that 
these had all been, found in the de- 
fendants by the lengthy examinations 
of the defense alienists. 


"We do not claim that these boys 


are stupid 
or do not realize where 


they are", said Mr. Bachrach, "but 
that the facts they are of high intel- 
ligence and do realize it. are^ taken 
in connection with other ^circumstanc- 
es, evidence that are paranoics." 


Mr. Bachrach .named Lpebs' use of 


wrong, premises'-fn tits-logic and'T^eo- 
pold's delusions of grandeur and hold- 
ing himself a superman, aa the chief 
corollary facts. 


"A paranoic may consider himself 


'equal to a king, to Xapoleon, to 
Christ or even God Almighty," said

'consin. He wants to make somebody the 
goat for the •wasteful and extravagant ad- 
ministration of government in "Wisconsin, 
and he has selected the highway depart- 
ment. The governor declares that disburse- 
ments

purposes increased during his administra- 
tion over $9,000,000, and that this in- 
crease accounts for "nearly every dollar 
of increased expenditures out of the treas- 
ury." 


If there has been an expenditure from 


the state treasury for road purposes 
which did not represent real and perma- 
nent gain to the people it is because it has 
been squandered or misapplied by a bu- 
reaucratic system similar to that which 
prevails in all other departments of gov- 
ernment. If an additional $9,000.000. or 
anything like $9,000.000, of state'funds 
has gone into highway construction it is 
money well spent, but of course no such 
eum has been applied.

It is 
politics. If the people did not get high- 
ways for their money, what would they 
be getting?

M. Herriot has been welcomed back to 


France with the greatest enthusiasm. The 
efforts of the royalists to turn public 
sentiment against him and to disrupt his 
ministry were a sorry failure. M. Her- 
riot is hailed as the peace saviour of 
France. 
This is remarkable, in view of 


the fact that his policy was almost a di- 
rect reversal of his predecessor, M. Pom- 
care. The latter said France would never 
get out of the Ruhr until she was paid. 
France now withdraws from the Ruhr 
with no absolute guarantee of payment. 
The doctrine of force has been abandoned 
in favor of the policy of conciliation and 
reason. It has been decided that there is 
better prospect of getting payments out 
of Germany through adoption of a plan 
which creates the capacity to pay, and 
gives Germany freedom in her economic 
and social life. 


In this respect at least M. Herriot has 


been of patriotic service to his nation. 
He represents the human element in gov- 
ernment and in international relations, as 
opposed to that of the dollar, which can 
see only the material and political side of 
national relations and national policies. 
Not only is Premier Herriot being sus- 
tained by his own people, but the spirit of 
conciliation he has shown has found an 
echo in Germany, where acceptance of the 
Dawes plar/is meeting with pronounced 
favor, and has every prospect of ratifica- 
tion by the reichstag. 
It has been an 


abandonment of Old world diplomacy 
throughout and a substitution for it of 
frank, honest, open dealing—the Ameri- 
can way. This happy outcome has been 
facilitated by the character of the minis- 
tries in France and Great Britain, as well 
as of the government in Germany.

SHOULD FAT PEOPLJE DBIXK 


Take It by and large, tho dictum which I have 


ventured to reiterate here several times each year. 
namely, that when we grow fat we grow fat for 
two perfectly obvious reasons, because we oat 
too much or exercise too little or both, still holds 
good. It Is still physiology. There is a common 
saying that it Is a poor rule that has no exceptions. 
Perhaps there are exceptions to this rule about 
growing fat. I am not sure about It. Sometimes I 
:hl:ik iiiaybo abnormal conditions of the ductless 
glar.ds may be responsible for ordinary obesity re- 
;ardless of tho small amount of food the Individual 
consumes or the great amount of muscular work 
or exercise he does. But in this field we are Jus- 
ifled In assuming tho fat person is guilty of over- 
eating or undereserclslng or both until he proves 
himself Innocent, and It is a remarkably difficult 
hlng for a fat person to establish his innocence of 
these sins. It is so very, very easy to stow away 
an excessive number of calories in tho form of such 
concentrated and palatable delights as Ice cream, 
candy, sugar, cream, butter, cake, bread — well, near- 
y all the good things on tho list — that vast armies 
"f fat folk, and the armies are growing vaster all 
he time— insidiously accumulate the embarrassing 
lacker flesh without realizing what an enormous 
otal of calories they habitually consume. 
So 
ro- 


ined is the denaturlzed or manufactured food which 
onstltutes a largo part of our ordinary diet today 
hat It is really a study and a problem to select an 
dequate diet which will not overnourish. 
Certain items of the diet which naturally give 
ome satiety lose that quality in the course of pro- 
iaratlon or manufacture. The removal of the bran 
nfi outer coating of the wheat kernel In the pro- 
ess of milling Is an Instance. For one thing the 
ultra refinement of flour robs us of the bulk which 
n itself gives some satiaty if the natural wheat 
s eaten in its entirety. \\"e have become so _thor- 
ly sold on ultra refined white flour that many of 
us actually imagine the modern milling process con- 
ers some virtue upon the wheat without which one 
s not quite safe, in. eating this particular food. It 
ihould not be necessary to assure the Intelligent 
eader that wheat, as it comes from the thresher. 
s a wholesome and universally desirable Item of 
ood which requires nobody's stamp, seal or" label. 


But the question before the house is, how much 


vater may a fat person drink? The answer Is all 
he wants and whenever he wants It. 


There Is no ground for the popular notion that 


obesity is increased by too free drinking of water, 


certainly no one can safely or effectively re- 


duce by restricting his water drinking. It is a physi- 
ologica'l truth that .the drinking of cold water im- 
mediately before a "meal and Immediately after a 
-neal aids digestion, as a rule, and therefore helps 
certain undernourished or thin persons to accum- 
ulate more weight. But tho free drinking of water 
by fat persons rather tends to aid 'a reduction regi- 
men because the water stimulates the whole meta- 
bolism and assist the system in -the oxidation and 
elimination of the great quantity of tissue mater- 
.al which must be disposed of if one is to reduce. 
If this seems paradoxical it is because you fall to 
grasp the physiological truth, which underlies the 
question.

Isinglass Hair Dressing 


Is Isinglass injurious to the hair? I have heard 


that a weak solution is good to keep the hair in 
curl. How would you make the solution? Would 
the curls come out while in swimming? (E. C.) 


Answer. — It would not injure the hair if you take 


a shampoo every two weeks while using it. About 
a teaspoonful dissolved in a quart of boiling water 
makes the right solution. 
The solution does not 


keep long, so it is better to prepare only as much as 
you wish to use immediately. If you swim mostly 
on the beach the curls will stick a while, but if you 
accidentally get into the water, bid your court 
plaster wave good night. -

"Such a signal would come during

period of the planet's 


proximity to the earth. It will be on- 
ly 35.000.000 miles from us then, neai-- 
er than it ever has been since 1877. 


"The signal will bp by light or ra- 


dio, preferably the former, for light 
can be directed with less waste of en- 
ergy. 
Since Mars is older than the 


earth, its inhabitants, if there are 
any. certainly 
must be further ad- 


vanced culturally than we, and will 
know how to try to attract .our at- 
tention.

"They may gather their navies In 


a triangle, circle or square and dlr«fT 
their powerful beacons toward the 
earth 
They will not be able to see 


us against the sun. but their scien- 
tists will know our telescopes will be 
searching for a message as never be- 
fore.
